"Nothingbut a farmer";is a phrase 


that is heard now and then in America. 
It would probably be heard in no, other 
country short of Algiers. In the best, at 
least, of the older countries the trades- 
man, die teacher, the mechanic—not to 
aay the commercial traveler—would con- 
gratulate himself on the good fortune 
that promoted him to the social stand- 
ing of a -free-hold farmer, even though 
his acres should be few enough to be 
counted on his fingers. 


The notion that the man somehow 


stands a little higher who wears 'fine 
linen and bends over a counter or desk 
than the man who wears over-alls is a 
backwoods notion.' If it has had any in- 
fluence—as it doubtless has had—in be- 
guiling young men from the farm to the 
shop, the mill and the office, it will not 
have it much longer. Asa new-country 
sentiment it will go the way of the log- 
cabins and the corduroy roads. 


Unfortunately there have been belter 


reasons than this why even the boys bred 
on the farm have been so disposed' to run 
away from it. The two things which 
more than all others make boys displeas- 
ed with the farm and girls turn toward 
suitors is the lonesomcnees of farm life 
and the drudgery of it 


Young folks of the American type 


have not found enough social stimulus 
in the Kant opportunities of the winter 
singing school, the Fourth of July cele- 
bration, the autumnal fair, the political 
mass-meeting. In most farm houses it 
has been a rare if not an unheard of 
thing for half a dozen unkindred neigh- 
bora of both sexes to be gathered at the 
tea-table simply for sociability's sake. 
Winter evenings have seen too few in- 
door gatherings of old and young -for 
games and songs and readings. 


The social opportunities of the rainy 


day have generally been sought in the 
lounging places of the nearest village. 
It 18 of course not so easy to get the 
mail or call in the doctor, but no cue 
expects for that reason to go without 
newspapers or quinine because he lives 
in the country. 


There is the district school house— 


how much brighter its desks and walls 
would seem to many a boy and girl if it 
were associated with the merry evening 
meetings, the fall and winter through, 
for debates and lectures and entertain- 
ments that it would be in the power of 
a little home enterprise to provide. There 
has been no need that farm life should 
be as lonesome as the young folks have 
sometimes found it. 


As to its drudgery—whatever has been 


the case in the past when there were 
stumps to be pulled and mortgages to be 
lifted from almost every field; when it 
was a long way to market, and the buy- 
er paid for produce in "trade:" when al- 
most all implements were laboriously 
hewn out at home or clumsily hammered 
out' by the village blacksmith—there is, 
happily less drudgery on the farm now, 
and less need of it, every year. 


Taking the year through the working 


hours of a man on a farm are no longer 
than the railroad engineer or artisan in 
the shop who has his own garden to hoe 
before breakfast or afjtcr supper. The 
busy lawyer and the doctor in average 
practice work longer and harder than 
the farmer. The grocer, the editor and 
the book-keeper each sees less of his chil- 
dren in their waking hours than the 
farmer who sometimes envies them their 
"easy time." Moreover, within a few 
years labor-savingmachinery has wrought 
a wonderful change in almost every fea- 
ture of farm work. Iron and steel, levers 
and cogs, pistons and belts have taken 
to themselves more than half the back- 
ache and perspiration in farming as it 
was. 


What would the farmer of fifty years 


ago have thought of such play as ruling 
a sulky plow, of such recreation as pitch- 
ing hay with a horse-fork, of such mag- 
ic doings as those of the self-binding 
harvester, of such a substitute for the 
weary flail as the steam thrasher! 


Since the milk in many localities goes 


direct from the barn-yard to the cheese 
factory, and not only all the masculine 
garments but even feminine habiliments 
are bought ready mad_e, we note the 
greatly improved condition of the toil- 
ing farm wife as well. 


The cities and towns are full of men 


who once had visions of a business suc- 
cess that would in monthly profits put 
to shame the small savings of a farmer's 
lifetime. On the home stretch of three 
score and ten they1 dud themselves de- 
pendent for a livelihood on a salaried po- 
sition which they holo* by a dismally un- 
certain tenure, or on the precarious com- 
mission of a canvasser or commercial 
traveler. In comfort and iniucomo the 
lives .they have led make a shabby show- 
ing compared with" what they ' might 
have been as farmers, a iact the .young 
men may well consider "who are debat- 
ing the question whether they will turn 
their backs on this farm. He should think 
alto of the "five" chances of success in 
commercial life and the "ninety-five" 
chances of *nre failure. 


The 'colored- people of tbe northern 


•tatwhave singularly ignored farming. 
.While they have justly complained of 
the cruel prejudice and ostracism which 
have *o meanly tfanmed the doors ol 
WMtekllinp, in their faces, they have 
strangely turned any from the one open- 
ing which offer* the pleaasnteit homes, 
the raiwt livelihood, the greatest immu- 
nity from inwilt. They have turned 
awn from it too, to cAird into menial' 
callfagi that have by tkeir nature help- 
«d:to .perpetuate Uift prejudice againrt 
them. For the gowitry'i sake as well 
M thei own the colored peopl* ought to 
tod tkeir wav to fam» of their own.

A Word to Country Oirla. 


[Vanth's Companion.] 


Our magadnes and newspapers are not 


wanting in good advice to boys with re- 
gard to the trade or profession they shall 
choose; but the girls who in a few yean 
must go out and earn their own living 
are kft almost unguided. 


QlWiWord of 'counsel, therefore, cannot 


be amfes. It is, Keep out of the cities. 
It is true that there fc a wider range of 
occupations open to women in the cities, 
than in villages; but it is also true that 
they are all now enormously overcrowd 
ed. 
. 


A few facts will outweigh pages of ar- 


gument here. The first occupation to 
which educated women turn is, oddly 
enough, authorship. Every woman who 
can write a lovely letter believes herself 
able to earn a comfortable living, by her 
pen. 


One New York magazine lately stated 


that it had over three thousand accept- 
ed manuscripts on hand; another had 
two thousand four hundred. Reckon 
the manuscripts rejected in addition to 
these, if you would find the chance of 
success for you as an author. 


Next comes teaching. The positions 


iu the public schools in the large cities 
are given to graduates of the high schools 
and the giving depends largely on polit- 
ical influence. An unknown stranger 
has absolutely no chance. 


Situations as shop-girls are eagerly 


sought for by country girls. Most of 
these places are held by women who live 
at home, and are willing to work for 
three or four dollars per week, which 
they spend for dress alone. Not more 
than six or seven dollars per week is paid 
in New York or Philadelphia stores, ex- 
cept in a few instances, to women who, 
through long training, have become ex- 
perts iu silk, lace, etc. Out of this .the 
shop-girl, without other 
support, must 


clothe, board and lodge herself.' It is 
done necessarily in a wretched attic. 
Seamstresses receive one dollar per doz- 
en for making tucked and flounced petti- 
coats, one dollar and twenty cents for 
fine chemises, and pay out of this the 
weekly rent of one dollar and fifty cents 
for the machine. Ninety cents per don- 
en is paid for crocheting infants' cap*. 


Let .the country gin, pining to "see 


life" in the city, count these pittances, 
and add on the other hand the rates of 
food and lodging, treble those to which 
she is accustomed, and she will under- 
stand why so many young girls iu all our 
cities give up the hopeless struggle for 
bread and sink into death, or into depths 
when virtue is gone lower than the grave. 
There are very few villages or farm- 
neighborhoods where an' energetic 
wom- 


an with strong brain or skilled hands 
cannot earn her living much more com- 
fortably among the people who know 
her, by teaching, sewing, or by domestic 
labor; provided she lays aside false pride, 
and remembers that work is disgraceful 
to a woman only when it 
makes her 


unwomanly.
